The  writer’s  experience  in  Europe  and  America, — on  the  farm,  in  the  or- 
chard and  nursery  and  as  a teacher  and  research  specialist  in  the  problems  of 
plant  breeding,  the  commercial  production  of  fruits  and  the  problems  of  trans- 
portation and  distribution  of  fruits  furnish  a background  such  as  few  men  possess 
and  render  him  peculiarly  -fit  to  prepare  a book  of  this  kind. 

For  over  20  years  the  services  of  Samuel  Fraser  have  been  eagerly  sought 
as  a speaker  before  horticultural  societies  and  as  an  advisor  in  practical  matters 
concerning  the  production  of  fruits,  its  harvesting,  packing,  transportation  and 
distribution.  This  book  answers  some  of  the  questions  with  which  he  has  been 
confronted  and  places  the  information  in  such  form  that  it  has  pedagocical  value. 
No  other  book  covers  the  field  from  the  practical  standpoint. 

In  the  first  30  chapters  the  general  principles  of  fruit  growing  are  considered 
with  particular  regard  to  the  apple.  Most  of  these  apply  to  other  fruits.  All 
other  important  fruits  are  treated  specifically  and  details  in  regard  to  management 
are  given. 

The  close  contact  the  writer  has  with  the  practical  details  of  his  subject, 
the  sympathetic  approach  and  easy  manner  of  expression  leads  the  reader  to  a 
better  understanding  and  a higher  appreciation  of  the  wonderful  plants  which 
furnish  our  American  Fruits.
